Come, back in time, thousands of years. 

A proto-Chicagoan lugs home his snack 
of Paleolithic berries, a work presentation 
on stegosauruses, and a smartbone. But the 
second he gets a good handle on one, the oth- 
ers tumble out. He shakes a hairy fist in pre- 
lingual fury His kingdom for a bag! 

OK, maybe that’s stretching it. But not by 
much. 

Since humans have had arms, we’ve carried 
bags, and today, with all the fancy gadgets 
to haul around— like the Kindle, Nook and 
iPad 2, which went on sale last month— Chi- 
cagoans are more in need of creative baggery 
than ever. With the spring fashion season 
upon us, RedEye decided to take a look at 
what the city has on its big shoulders— from 
high-end backpacks to “lifestyle bags” and 
smaller totes. 

“There are a whole lot more choices now,” 
said Buzz Kaehler, owner of Kaehler Luggage 


and Travel Goods, who’s been in Chicago’s 
bag business for decades. He said the wide va- 
riety of technology and jobs creates a demand 
for an equal variety of carry-alls. “There are a 
lot of people with different needs; there’s not 
one [type of} attache [case].” 

Gone are the “Mad Men” days when no 
serious professional would dare be seen wan- 
dering around the Loop without a structured 
leather briefcase. Instead, the working weary 
look to messenger bags, shoulder bags and 
even backpacks to go to and from the office. 

“I’ve only seen really serious older business- 
men these days [carrying briefcases},” said 
Jena Gambaccini, fashion blogger on chicity 
fashion.com. “I think you have to have a cer- 
tain look for it if you’re going to carry it under 
the age of 40.” 

The first briefcase-replacement bags, Kae- 
hler said, were softer, zipper-top handle bags, 
which could fit a laptop as well as legal pads 
and plenty of papers. That gave way to spa- 


cious messenger bags, he said. But as technol- 
ogy updated and gadgets shrank, so too have 
bags. 

“Now with iPads coming along ... they don’t 
need that much space. People are carrying 
less paper with them,” Kaehler said, naming 
cross-body shoulder bags the more recent 
stage in the evolution. “It’s definitely a trend, 
going smaller. We’re selling more lifestyle 
bags,’ we call them.” 

Another popular option offered in Kae- 
hler’s stores are backpacks, he said, particu- 
larly high-end, name-brand items that can 
double as work bags. In subtle colors and ma- 


terials such as leather, carry-alls don’t have to 
look like mountain-climbing accessories, he 
added. When it comes down to it, the best 
bag varies from person to person and job to 
job, he said. 

“Everyone’s got a different idea of how 
much stuff they need to bring,” Kaehler said. 
What’s clear is that dragging around boulder- 
size packs and bags is no longer a definite ne- 
cessity 

“In the old days, people had a big leather 
calendar that had their whole world [on it},” 
he said. “Now, everything’s on their smart- 
phone.”

“However, the ‘hipster ones’ (the 
ones with patches, pins, etc) need to go.” 


NEON COLORS 

Yes, said Amy Creyer, owner and 
photographer at chicagostreetstyle. 
com. “Anything that’s iike that acid-bright 
coior is super hip for this season,” she 
said, “i want to see iots of coiors on the 
streets of Chicago.” 


DENIM BAGS 

No, Gambaccini said. “Aithough i 
beiieve (for the most part) every trend 
has its time and piace, i don’t know how 
you can make denim purses cooi and 
modern,” she wrote, “i don’t care if it’s 
Louis Vuitton ... it can easiiy iook cheap.” 


UTILITARIAN 

Yes, both say. “Because of the recession, 
peopie are reaiiy iooking for good vaiue, even 
with designer bags,” Creyer said. Keep awayfrom 
those hardware-heavy bags or purses, instead, 
she said, “iinen and canvas mixed with ieather is 
definiteiy the hottest trend for spring.”

Is dooring common? 

Illinois wants to know— and a state policy change will require police to document accidents 


Chicago Tribune 

Dangerous collisions caused by the doors of parked 
vehicles opening into the path of bicyclists will for 
the first time be counted as crashes in Illinois, under 
a change ordered by Gov Quinn. 

The new rules, which officials said will be an- 
nounced Monday and take effect immediately, 
require police departments across the state to re- 
cord “dooring” accidents on Illinois traffic crash 
forms. 

The dooring data will be incorporated into annual 
traffic-accident summaries compiled by the Illinois 
Department of Transportation. Officials described 
the policy shift as a starting point to help reduce 
dooring crashes, which can result in injuries and 
deaths. 

Quinn sought the change after reading a 
March 21 Tribune story The article reported on 
a longstanding IDOT policy to exclude dooring 
crashes from annual state traffic-accident statistics 
because the vehicles involved in such collisions are 
not moving. 

‘Anyone who rides a bike can tell you that door- 
ing is a serious issue,” Quinn said. “One of the best 


CHICAGO’S DOORING LAW 

Chicago has been tracking dooring accidents for 
the past three years. A city law carries fines up to 
$500 for opening a vehicle door in the path of a 
cyclist. The ordinance also requires drivers to stay 
at least 3 feet away from bicyclists; prohibits left 
or right turns in front of cyclists; and bans driving, 
standing or parking in a bicycle lane. 



ways we can increase public safety is by making sure 
we’ve got the best and most comprehensive data 
possible. That’s why we’ve made this change.” 

The Active Transportation Alliance, a safety advo- 
cacy group that represents bicyclists, had appealed 
to IDOT officials, without success, since last year to 
collect dooring data as a means to understand the 
extent of the problem. 

IDOT officials expressed concerns that such a re- 
quirement would burden police with additional pa- 
perwork and that there were few complaints from 
the public about doorings. 

“We were never against collecting the data. There 
was never really any large effort to make us aware 


that doorings could be an issue,” IDOT spokesman 
GuyTridgell said. 

Alliance officials said dooring accidents are 
common, basing the conclusion on reports from 
bicyclists. But without a standardized statewide 
reporting system, there has been no way to accu- 
rately quantify the problem or pinpoint locations 
where such accidents frequently occur and where 
modifications to street layouts would help, alliance 
officials said. 

“We hope to use the data to obtain funding for 
education safety so drivers as well as bicyclists know 
what the risks are and what the factors are to create 
safer roadways,” said Dan Persky director of educa- 
tion at the alliance. 

IDOT will mount a public outreach effort to 
communicate with drivers about the need to look 
around before popping open a door, especially in ar- 
eas with high concentrations of bicyclists, the gov- 
ernor’s office said. 

The state and local governments, armed with 
data, also will be able to apply for federal traffic- 
safety grants to implement changes that reduce the 
threat of doorings, officials said.

Data storage vs. Earth 


The energy that technology companies use 
for storing and transmitting our data is be- 
coming more of an environmental risk, ac- 
cording to a report from environmental group 
Greenpeace. 

And, according to the report, Apple has 
some of the dirtiest data of all. 

“How Dirty Is Tour Data?” examines the 
amount and type of energy consumed by 
several top tech companies’ data centers, the 
massive warehouses where banks of servers 
store information. 

And in the report’s ranking of nine major 
tech companies, Apple’s data-storage prac- 
tices earned the lowest “Clean Energy Index” 
score. 


(That score, Greenpeace acknowledges, is 
based on a limited amount of public data and 
required some speculation.) 

Apple’s 6.7 percent score was largely based 
on its 50 0,0 00 -square-foot facility coming 
online in Maiden, N.C. According to Green- 
peace, that facility will consume as much en- 
ergy as 80,000 homes in the U.S., or nearly a 
quarter million in Europe. 

Topping the list were Yahoo (55.9 percent) 
and Google (36.4 percent). Yahoo locates 
most of its data centers near sources of re- 
newable energy Greenpeace says, and Google 
is investing in wind and solar power as well as 
making deals to buy power from companies 
that use sustainable means to create it.

Derrick Rose played 32 minutes, 29 seconds after spraining his 
left ankle Saturday which is why teammates looked incredulous 
when asked if the Bulls’ No. i— in basically every conceivable 
manner— will play in Tuesday’s Game 5 after two days of rest. 

“100 percent he’ll play” said C.J. Watson, his replacement if 
Rose can’t. 

Rose underwent an MRI exam Sunday afternoon, hours af- 
ter he wore a walking boot as he sat for an extra individual film 
session with coach Tom Thibodeau. The Bulls merely watched 
film, walked through sets and got in individual work, and Rose 
is listed as day-to-day with the sprained left ankle after not par- 
ticipating in the latter. 

“Hopefully he’ll be ready [Tuesday],” Thibodeau said. “When 
we ask him he says he’s fine. [Athletic trainer] Fred [Tedeschi] 
said [Rose] has a little soreness. But he said the swelling isn’t 
bad.” 

Thibodeau said the walking boot is for precautionary reasons 
to stabilize the ankle. Rose didn’t address reporters before leav- 
ing for his exam. 

“When you twist your ankle as a guard, you can easily go back 
in there and play” he said late Saturday “My thing was just keep 
it moving and hurry up and put me back in the game.”
